UT the difficulty is far 

from being merely ideo- 
legical. The seriousness with 
which Cairo views the new 
split in the Arab ranks is 
Hlustrated by a leading ar- 
ticle published in the influ- 
ential political weekly “Rose 
el-Yusuf” on April. 13. and 
ertitied “Israel, too, is Glad.” 
The present situation in in- 
ter-Arab relations, the writer 
points out, has divided the 
Arab world into two separate 
camps parallel to the “y 
world camps. It means that 
“the firing line between the 
Eastern and Western a) 
will run through the heart 
of the Arab nation itself 
exactiv like it is in Germany, 
Korea and Vietnam.” It fol- 
lows. according to this ana- 
Ivsis. that no change in this 
ideological demarcation is 
possible without a world 
war: that the destiny of the 
Arab world now lies im. the 
hands of Khrushchev and 
Fisenhower, not in those of 
the Arabs themselves: and, 
finally, that Arab unity will 
be postponed indefinitely 
until the Cold War problems 
themselves are solved, if that 
should ever be.

F course. all this is a 

mere play on words. Di-' 
vided or undivided, the Arab 
world is bound to be a re- 
gion of the Cold War any- 
way: Iraq or no Iraq, the 
area's fate its still in 
the hands of Khrushchev and 
Fisenhower. Not even the 
question as to what precisely 
constitutes true Arab na- 
tionalism: whether or not it 
is an independent doctrine; and 
whether or not it has some- 
thing to do with Islam, can af- 
fect this picture. The present 
struggle im the Arab world 
is not one between ideologies 
or between advocates of in- 
dependence on one hand and 
imperialist stooges on the 
other: it is a struggie for 
power between two rival
